REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a process for 
preparing a concentrated milk protein ingredient comprising providing a solution having 
a kappa-casein containing milk protein which is an ultrafiltration retentate; adjusting the 
divalent ion content of said protein solution to a predetermined level at which no 
substantial gel is formed after treatment with a milk clotting enzyme wherein said 
adjusting is achieved by cation exchange using a food grade cation exchanger to 
replace calcium and magnesium with sodium or potassium; adding a food grade milk 
clotting enzyme under reaction conditions appropriate to convert said kappa-casein to 
para kappa-casein while maintaining a solution : deactivating or removing said enzyme 
to terminate said conversion; and concentrating said solution is not taught nor fairly 
suggested by the prior art or any combination thereof.
